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Claim Rej ctions - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 13-17 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b,e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Goodwin or Rava et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 16. 
The instant claim language requires the measurement zones to be separated 
from one another by a non-continuous hydrophobic coating. The Office has interpreted 
the claimed "non-continuous" as meaning the coating is episodic, having breaks or 
regions devoid of the hydrophobic coating. The cited art teaches a hydrophobic 
coating that is broken up by hydrophilic test wells. The Office has read this on the 
claimed "non-continuous hydrophobic coating". 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goodwin 
or Rava et al. 

See Goodwin and Rava et al. supra. 

The art is silent to the atmospheric conditions under which the tests are 
performed, specifically, in an atmosphere saturated with water (100% humidity). 

The court decided In re Boesch (205 USPQ 215) that optimization of a 
result effective variable is ordinarily within the skill of the art. A result effective variable 
has predictable and well known results. The selection of the conditions to perform the 
test are result effective variables. It would have been within the skill of the art to modify 
Goodwin or Rava et al. and perform the test under condition of virtually saturated water 
vapor, as optimization of a result effective variable. 
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R sponse to Argum nts 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/22/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants state the art fails to meet the claimed limitation of a non-continuous 
hydrophobic coating. The Office has interpreted the claimed "non-continuous" as 
meaning the coating is episodic, having breaks or regions devoid of the hydrophobic 
coating. The cited art teaches a hydrophobic coating that is broken up by hydrophilic 
test wells. The Office has read this on the claimed "non-continuous hydrophobic 
coating". 

The Office has addressed the issue of claim 18 in the above 35 USC 103 
rejection.
